Missourian Opposed to 
Virtual Abolition of Su- 
preme Tribunal and 
Creation of New One. 


TOO SUDDEN AND 
VIOLENT A CHANGE 


Would Consider It Apart 
From Purpose of Assur- 
ing Particular Legislation; 
He Accepts Rest of Plan.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri, 
ho had been noncommittal on the 
President’s proposals to reorganize 
the Federal judiciary and enlarge 
the Supreme Court, announced last 
night his “complete and total dis- 
agreement” with the proposal . to 
increase the number of Supreme 
Court Justices, holding the immedi- 
ate effect of such a move woud in- 
volve the sack of the Supreme 
Court. 

“The conclusion is inescapable,” 
the senior Missouri Senator assert- 
ed, “that to increase the court at 
one time by the increase of an 
additional two-thirds of its present 
membership is to pack the court 
with reference to a particular sit- 
uation and particular litigation 
how pending or to be immediately 
pending before it. 

“Tt is not only changing the rules 
while the game is in progress. It is 
setting a precedent for the chang- 
ing of our system of co-ordinate 
powers between the three branches 
of Government.” 

Favors Other Parts of Pian. 

Clark said that he agreed with 
the President's proposals as they 
rélated to the lower courts and to 
the intervention by the Attorney- 
General in private suits involving 
the -constitutionality of 
laws. He said he also favored the 
enactment of the Sumners bill for 
voluntary retirement of Supreme 
Court Justices at 70 years of age 
with 10 years of service on e 
bench. 

Clark's declaration against the 
President's Supreme Court plan 
addg another effective debater to 
the bioc of Senators who have been 
outspoken in their denunciation of 
the scheme to give the President 
power to appoint six members of 
the court. An able parliamentarian, 
Clark has repeatedly demonstrated 
that a knowledge of the Senate 
rules is @ powerful weapon in the 
rough-and-tumbie debates. on he 
floor of the Senate. 

His statement contained m iy 
expressions of praise and admira- 
tion for the President, but he ¢chai- 
lenged the President's statement 
that the Supreme Court is now un- 
der a heavy burden and the Pres- 
dent's implication that private liti- 
gants were denied justice because 
the court would review only a Small 
ane of cases brought before 


No Showing Against Court. 

Clark declared that there had 
been no showing whatever that the 
age of the present Justices had 
caused the Supreme Court to be 
either negligent or dilatory in ite 
work. 

“The Court, high as is the aver- 
age age of its membership, is up 
with its docket,” he observed. 
“Cases coming to the Supreme 
Court may be promptly heard and 
disposed of without unreasonable 
delay. The denial of jurisdiction in 
many cases between private liti- 

ants seeking to reach the Supreme 

rt by the extraordinary writ of 
certiorari] has been in pursuance 
of a policy deliberately adopted by 
Congress and approved by nearly 
all of the leading lawyers of the 
United States, including the pres- 
ent eminent chief law officers of 
the United States in their annual 
reports, The basis of this poliey, 
of course, ig that the highest trib- 
unal should not be occupied with 
the reaffirmance in private disputes 
of principles already well estab- 
lished in the law, but that the 
Court should be left free to devote. 
its ene in the determination of 
eonstitutional questions, and in its 
duties of co-ordinating the activities 
and decisions of the inferior courts 
along the lines of the President's 
message.” 

The Senator declared that if there

“It also seems that there should 
be no valid objection Whatever to 
the authorization of Supreme Court 
judges to retire at the age of 70 
upon full pay for life, but as to au- 
thority to at one time increase the 
Supreme Court by the addition of 
six members with regard to particu- 
lar litigation, I find myself in com- 
plete and total disagreement. 
“To me it seems a radical and un- 
necessary change in our whole sys- 
tem of Government, without the 
submission to the people in the 
proper form of an amendment to 
the Constitution. Therefore I shall 
vote against that portion of the 
President's proposals.” 
Clark, like many other Senators 
and Representatives, gave full in- 
dorsement to other phasés of the 
President's program. The over- 
whelming suppo t for these minor 
proposals tells why the adminis- 
tration is insisting that the pro- 
gran must be considered as a 
whole. Clark and others undoubt- 
ediy will try to separate the pro-

allowing the Attorney-General to 
intervene in any case where the 
constitutionality of an act of Con- 
gress may be attacked seems to 
me to be so plain as not to require 
argument.

BROKERAGE COMPANY HELD 
unk IN BANK'S FAILURE 


‘Court Says Bache Firm Should 
Have Known of Speculation by 
Depository Head,

BINGHAMPTON, N. T., Feb. 13. 
A State Supreme Court decision 
today held that a brokerage com- 
pany was responsible for losses to 
depositors in a bank failure be- 
cause the company should have 
known the bank president was 
speculating with bank funds. 

Belief that the ruling affecting J. 
S. Bache Co., New York brokers, 
might establish a precedent was de- 
nied by William R. White, State 
Superintendent of Banking. 

“This is an unusual case and can 
not be regarded as a precedent for 
action in connection with other 
bank failures,” White explained in 
New York City. 

The J. S. Bache Co. was ordered 
to reimburse depositors in the State

MANY KILLED IN AIR 
RAID ON ALMERIA 


By the Associated Press. 
VALENCIA, Feb. 13.—An insur- 


gent aerial raid last night on Al- 
meria caused many deaths and de- 


molished several buildings, reports 
reaching the Spanish Government 
said today. 

The number of dead was not 
known. Bodies still were being 
pulled from the debris of houses 
in the workers’ section. Evacuation 
of the civil populacé, ordered yes- 
terday in the face of an insurgent 
advance from Malaga on the south- 
ern coast, was speeded up. 


Today the freighter Montetoro, 
carrying 37 Almeria refugees, en- 
tered Valencia harbor with bomb 
holes in its decks and its pilot 
house blown away. The master said 
an insurgent plane, at sea, dropped 
a 500-pound bomb squarely on the 
ship. 4 

Government troops contended 
they were holding the insurgent 
ground forces in check near Motril, 
west of Almeria, and that a Govern- 
ment offensive in the Granada and 
Cordoba sectors of Fascist-held 
Spain was progressing. 2 

Insurgent naval bombardments 
along the Mediterranean coast 
north of here struck three towns, 
official reports said, and destroyed 
three houses. 


Several projectiles fell in Albo- 
raya, a suburb to the north, and 
later in Machistre and Almacera, 
farther up the coast. 

All the bombardments, it was 
thought, came from one Fascist 
ship. As it reached Sagunto, about 
18 miles north of this seat of the 
Madrid Government, the’ vessel 
went close to the shore but was 
forced out to sea again by the fire 
of land batteries. 

Residents feared insurgents were 
attempting to land troops and hur- 
riedly established beach patrols. 

Officials said fragments showed 
the shells were of Italian manu- 
facture. There were no casualties.

A bill to legalize euthanasia—the so-called “mercy 
death“ has been introduced in the unicameral Ne- 
braska Legislature under sponsorship of a former 
University of Nebraska physician.

showing 150 stations were owned or 
controlled by newspaper interests. 

The data showed 52 of the sta- 
tions had been acquired by the new 
interests during the last year, and 
more than 100 applications were 
pending for licenses from parties 

affiliated with newspapers. 

Opinion on Constitutionality. 

Wheeler also made public an 
opinion written by Hampson Gary, 
general counsel for the Communi- 
cations Commission, that legislation 
of the kind proposed by the Sen- 
ator “should meet the constitutional 

requirements.“ 

The Senator had asked the Com- 
Mission for an opinion on the con- 
stitutionality of legislation deny- 
ing the right of newspapers to 
obtain broadcasting licenses in the 
future and requiring them to divest 
themselves of existing rights in 
broadcast stations within a reason- 
able time.” 

In his opinion, Gary said the 
Question was “not free from doubt, 
and, therefore, I think the inquiry 
does not permit a categorical 
answer.” But he added: “I am of 
the opinion that the mutual owner- 
ship and control of newspapers and 

broadcast stations bears a reason-
